\7e  are  informed  that  certain  of  our  offices  are  including  the  name  of  the 
Officer  in  Charge  on  the  Certificates  of  Deposit  immediately  following  the 
Appropriation  numbers. 

Other  slight  discrepancies'' are  also  being  called  to  our  attention,  such  as, 
the  numbering  of  Certificates  of  Deposit,    At  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal 
year  a  new  series  of  numbers  should  be  started  both  on  Certificates  of 
Deposit  and  Schedules  of  Collections. 

We  feel  that  it  would  be  well  for  each  field  office  to  carefully  check  the 
instructions  contained  in  the  manual  ''Procedure  for  Handling  Collections 
Made  by  Field  Employees"  to  be  sure  that  all  Certificates  of  Deposit,  as 
v/ell  as  all  Schedules  of  Collections  are  being  handled  in  the  proper  manner* 

MISCELLANEOUS  RECEIPTS 

The  ;  attention  of  this  office  has  been  directed  by  the  Fiscal  Division 
to  a  number  of  continuing  errors  being  made  by  field  offices  through 
the  common  use  of  "Miscellaneous  Receipts"  or  "Miscellaneous  Revenue" 
as  the  title  on  Certificates  of  Deposit  crediting  fund  symbol  "124310". 
Such  terms  are  general  classifications  and  are  not  applicable  to  any 
fund  symbols.     The  correct  fund  and  title  covering  deposits  falling 
into  this  category  are  as  follows: 

"124310  Reimbursement,  Inspection  of  Perishable  Food 
and  Other  Farm  Products" 

It  is  unnecessary  to  prepare  separate  Schedules  covering  collections 
for  services  rendered  in  different  fiscal  years  which -are  for  credit 
to  the  above-cited  fund.     Such  collections  should  be  scheduled  under 
a  single  Schedule  of  Collections  without  further  notation  as  to  fiscal 
years  on  the  related  Certificates  of  Deposit.  *  <

It  has' also  been  noted  that  the  Disbursing  Officer's  symbol  "100-8750" 
is  being  omitted  on  Certificates  of  Deposit  and  Schedules  of  Collections. 
This  D.O.  symbol  must  appear  on  the  Certificate  above  the  fund  symbol 
and  title  to  be  credited,  and  after  the  "D.O.  symbol  No."  on  the 
Schedule  of  Collections. 
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HOURL_Y_RaTE  "__FRBS}I_FOOD  inspection 

Effective  July  1,     1945,  the  hourly  rate  extablished  for  inspections  of 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  to  other  Federal  Agencies  was  changed  from  $2*35 
per  hour  to  32,50  per  hour.     Expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  this 
service  are  also  to  be  reported  in  addition  to  the  hourly  charge.  Please 
use  the  new  rate  on  all  FDA-495s  in  the  future.

Mr,  Thomas  W«  Ayres,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  destination  fresh  fruit 
and  vegetable  inspection  work  at  Atlanta  and  the  shipping  point  inspection 
work  in  Alabama  and  parts  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  retired  June  30,1945 
after  a  long  and  varied  career  with  the  Government,     In  1907  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  to  carry  on  spraying  experiments  and  demonstra- 
tions on  Brown  Rot  of  peaches  and  Bitter  Rot  of  apples.     He  left  that  Bureau 
in  1910  to  spend  several  years  in  commercial  production  work.     In  1917  he 
returned  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  the  Office  of  Markets  fend  Rural 
Organization  to  investigate  methods  of  harvesting,  grading,  packing,  and 
shipping  of  fruits  and  vegetables.    He  left  this  work  to  enter  the  Army 
during  World  War  No,  I,  After  the  war  he  returned  to  the  marketing  investi- 
gation work  for  a  few  months  and  then  resigned  to  enter  fruit  and  vegetable 
production  work.     In  1929  Ayres  was  appointed  an  Agent  to  help  with  Plant 
Quarantine  and  Control  Administration  eradication  of  the  Mediterranean  Fruit 
Fly  in  the  State  of  Florida.     The  following  year  he  was  appointed  as  Asssistant 
Marketing  Specialist  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  to  inspect 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables.     He  continued  with  this  work  until  retirement, 
handling  important  assignments  in  both  destination  markets,  such  as  Chicago 
and  New  York,  and  also  the  supervision  of  large  shipping  point  inspection 
deals  like  the  one  in  Florida. 

During  the  many  years  that  Mr.  Ayres  served  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
so  capably  he  made  many  friends  who  were  sorry  to  know  of  his  retirement  but

Many  times  f.o..b.  reports  may  tell  only  a  portion  of  the  story  or  actually 
be  misleading  when  price  quotations  are  not  accompanied,  by  a  statement  as 
to  portions  of  the  offerings  which  were  unsold  or  consigned*     This  is 
especially  tcue  where  a  few  scattered  sales  are  made  in  small  markets  or 
under  unusual  [conditions  at  a  fairly  good  price -but  most  of  the  offerings 
are  unsold.    Under  such  conditions  be  sure  to  include  some  statement  as 
"most  cars  rolled,  unsold" 9  "many  consigned",   "approximately  80  percent 
of  cars  unsold"  or  similar  appropriate  phrase.  On  these  deals  where  a 
large  proportion  of  the  movement  may  normally  be' consigned  this  should  not 
be  confused  with  consignments  which  are  made  because  of  the  impossibility 
of  making  sale's.     If,  following  a  period  when  sales  have  been  very  limited 
demand  inp roves  to  a  point  where  practically  all,  or  all,   cars  are  sold 
this  might Jwell -be  shown.     In  general,  however,  no  such  mention  need  be 
made  when  movement  is  normal  and  most  cars  are  sold.     In  terminal  markets 
mention  of  a  large,  unsold  surplus  may  be  made  in  wires  but  in  general 
terminal  markets  need  make  no  such  statements .

PBESH  APPLE  I ITDUS  TRY_  ADV I SOHY  C0I&1ITTSE  MEETIHG 

Members  of  the  Presh  Apple  Industry  Advisory  Committee  met  with  representa- 
tives of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  and  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  on  August  13,  14,  and  15.     These  meetings  were  held  to  consider 
the  adjustments  in  the  ceiling  prices  necessary  to  compensate  growers  for 
losses  sustained  due  to  late  spring  freezes. 

EE4CS3S 

The  adjustment  in  the  ceiling  prices  for  peaches  grown  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
States,  which  was  made  to  compensate  growers  for  reduced  yields  in  that  area, 
expires  August  20,  and  a  determination  is  being  made  as  to  the  adjustment 
necessary  after  that  date.
